Loss of Life in Coal Mines. 

Illinois is the scene of the late 
mining disaster at Cherry. The 
loss of life has be»n great, one of 
the worst disasters of recent years, 
about 300. 

Here are a few details gleaning 
from the press reports: 

"Eleven of twelve boarders at 
one house in the village were lost 
in the mines. The only survivor 
was an invalid at the hospital. 

"One pitiful case is that of the 
Love family. Mrs. John Love is 
not only left a widow, but four 
sons also perished. 

"A canvass of 'Long Row/ a 
Cherry street which has on one 
side thirty-three cottages identical 
in appearance, has revealed the 
awful fact that only two men re- 
i R: ft ■ !' '.' e h i«B .ire iraui* 

the thirty-three families included I 
from one to four men.'' 

Another report tells us that in 
the village of Cherry, as a result 
of the disaster, there at e fully 1,000 
rphana and 800 widows. No one 
f the several estimates, however, 
'laces the death roll under 100. 
The full extent of such a calamity 
cannot be comprehended. 

The country will forsret the Cher- 
ry accident until some new horror 
comes. 

Figures well authenticated show 
that more than 80,000 lives have 
been lost in coal mire accidents in 
this country in the last twenty 
years. The number of maimed 
and crippled io such disasters baf- 
fles statisticians. In the frequency 
of these accidents and in the accru- 
ing loss of life the United State* 
leads all the other countries of the 
world.

To make the absorption com- 
plete, the incorporation of a new 
billion-dollar company will be nec- 
essary to include the $008,476,400 
of bonds and stock of the Ameri- 
can, known as the Bell Company, 
and the outstanding 1165,000,000 
of bond* and stock of the Western 
Unior.. 

WOUK CONDUCTED QUIETLY. 

The acquisition had been in 
progress for six months. A suffi- 
cient amount to secure control, 
said to be 51 per cent., was taken 
over. The officers of the tele- 
phone company believe that the 
merger will save the Bell Com- 
pany $70,000,000 in the new con- 
struction. The Western I'nion 
dates before the Civil War, but
